and  social  position  beyond  his  reach. 

We  therefore  urge  all  workers  on  Boots  and

Sect.  2. — No  person  employed  as  agent  or 
foreman  by  a  manufacturer,  with  power  to  fix 
the  rate  of  wages  paid,  or  to  discharge  those 
employed,  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in 
this  Order,  except  such  foremen  as  are  employed 
under  a  co-operative  system. 

Sect.  3. —  Any  person  presenting  a  clearance 
card  from  the  Amalgamated  Cordwainers'  Ab- 
Mociation  of  Great  Britain  shall  be  received  free 
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of  charge.

Sect.  1.  -  Any  momber  wlio  ir^  clear  on  tlie 
books  stuill  be  entitled  to  a  travelling  card  for 
a  time  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  by  paying 
his  dues  up  t>  the  time  t<>  which  bis  card  ex- 
tends.

ARTICLE  V. 

COMMITTEES. 

Sect.  1.  All  Special  Committees  shall  report 
in  writing  at  the  next  stated  meeting,  unless 
otherwise  ordered.

Sect,  1.  Not  more  than  one  member  shall  be 
alluved  at  the  F.  S.  desk  at  the  same  time, 
under  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents. 

Sect.  2.  When  a  brother  pays  his  dues  or 
taxes  he  shall  produce  his  or  their  pence  book,

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Sect.  1.  Whenever  a  brother  is  in  want  of 
help,  when  on  tramp,  and  provided  always  he 
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«  m  possession  of  his  travellintr  card,    Uulv 
signed,  on  making  application  to  the  S  K     it 
•    «haJl  be  the  duty  of  the  S.K.  to  pay'to"ihe 
brother  such   sum  as  he  in  his  judgment  may' 
think  proper;  the  amount  so  given  bhall  not 
exceed  five  dollars  in  any  one  ease,   and  the 
lK)dge  shall  pay  to  the  S.K.   the  amotmt  so 
expended  by  him  at  the  th.t  regular  meetin. 
thereafter.  *" 

Sect  2.  The  By-Laws  of  this  Lodj^e  shall 
be  bmdmg  until  altered  or  repealed ;  but  if 
there  should  arise  any  question  that  the  By- 
Laws  cannot  determine,  it  may  be  determined 
by  a  majority  of  the  brothers  in  goo<i  standiu<r 
present.  , 

Sect.  :i.  This  Lodge  shall  not  be  dissolved 
or  broken  up  while  thirteen  members  in  .-ood 
standing  agree  to  continue  it,  whatever  ma- 
jority there  may  bo  against  them. 
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HULES  OP  ORDER. 


Hole  1.  The  S.Iv.  having  taken  the  jhair, 
the-^  officers  and  members  shall  take  their  res- 
pective seats,  and  at  the  soimd  of  the  ^avel 
there  shall  be  a  general  silence. 

llULE  2.  The  S.K.  shoil  preserve  order,  and 
pronounce  the  decisions  of  the  Lodge  on  all 
subjects.  He  shall  decide  questions  of  order 
without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
iiod^e  by  three  members,  on  which  appeal  no 
member  shall  speak  but  ouce,  when  the  ques- 
tion before  the  Lodge  sJiall  be,  *'  Shall  the 
decision  of  the  S.K.  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  Lodger'  which  question  shall  be  taken 
by  the  K. 

Hule  3.  During  the  reading  of  the  minutes, 
communications,  and  other  pai^ers,  and  when 
a  member  is  addressing  the  chair,  silence  shall 
be  observed  in  the  meeting- room. 

Rule  4.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted 
while  speaking,  except  it  shall  be  to  call  him 
to  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 
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KoiiK  5.  If  a  member,  wliilo  ^puakiiig,  be 
called  to  order,  he  shall,  at  the  request  of  the 
S.  K. ,  talce  his  seat  until  the  question  of  order 
i3  determined,  when,  if  permitted,  be  may  pro- 
ceed. 

KuLE  6.  Each  meniber,  when  spcaLIng,  shall 
be  standing,  and  re8|)ectfully  address  the  S.K., 
confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate, 
and  avoid  all  p'ersonaiity,  indecorous  or  sar- 
castic language. 

BuLE  7.  If  two  or  more  members  hbc  to  speak 
at  the  same  tiine,  the  S.K.  shall  decide  which 
is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

HuLE  8.  No  member  shall  si-teak  more  than 
oDce  on  the  same  subject  or  question,  until  all 
who  wish  to  speak  shall  have  had  an  oppcr 
tunity  to  do  so,  nor  more  than  twiv?e  without 
permission  of  the  B.K. 

KuLE  9,  No  motion  shall  be  subject  to  debate 
until  it  shall  have  been  seconded  and  stated 
from  the  chair  ;  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 
at  tlie  request  qi  saiy  two  membris. 

IlULE  10.  When  a  question  is  before  the 
Lodge,  no  motion  shall  be  in  order,  except  to 
adjourn-  for  the  previous  question— to  post- 
pone indefinitely,   or  tor  a    certain  time—  to 
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divide^to  commit,  or  to  amend -- which  mo- 
tions shall  severally  have  precedence  in  the 
order  herein  arranged. 

KuLE  11.  On  a  call  of  iive  members,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Lodge  may  demand  the  previous 
question,  Muich  shaU  be  put  in  this  form :  - 
**  Shall  the  main  question  •be  now  put?"  and 
until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amend- 
ments, and  all  further  debate.' 

RvL^  12.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  the 
question  shall  be  taken  first  upon  the  highest 

sum  or  number,  and  the  longest  or  latest  °time 
proposed. 

RvLB  33.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  divi- 
sion of  the  question  when  the  sense  will  admit 
<>i:  it ;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert, 
shall  be  in rli visible,  except  at  the  option  of  the 
mover. 

PtULE  14.  Before  putting  the  question,  the 
S.K.  shall  ask:  ''Is  +he  Lodge  ready  for  the 
<iuestion?''  If  no  member  rise  to  speaJv,  he 
Hhall  rise  and  put  it,  and  after  he  has  risen  to 
put  the  question,  no  member  shall  be  permitted 
to  speak  upon  it.  While  the  S.  K.  is  addressing 
the  Lodge,  or  putting  a  question,  silence  shall 
be  observed  in  the  meeting-room. 
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Rule  15.  All  questions,  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided, shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  tho 
votes  given. 

ItULE  10.  All  communications,  petitions  and 
niemarials  shall  be  presented  thiough  a  member 
of  this  Lodge,  or  by  the  presiding  officer;  a 
brief  statement  of  their  contents  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  minutes. 

Rule  17.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself 
from  servin,!^  on  a  Committee,  if  at  the  time  of 
hhi  appointment  he  is  a  member  of  two  other 
(>)mmitteeH.  No  member  can  be  appointed  on 
a  Committee  when  absent  from  the  Lodge. 

Rule  18.  The  person  first  named  on  a  Com- 
mittee shall  act  as  chairman,  until  another  is 
chosen  by  the  members  of  the  Committee.  The 
mover  of  a  resolution  referred  to  a  Special  Com- 
mittee is  usually  the  first  named  thereon. 

Rule  10.  No  Committee  can  be  finally  dis- 
charged until  all  the  debts  contracted  by  it  shnll 
have  been  paid. 

Rule  20.  A  motion  to  adjoiuni  is  always  in 
order  after  the  regular  business^  is  gone  through, 
which  motion  sha  1  bo  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  21.  A  question  to  lie  upon  tho  table 
shall  be  decided  without  debate 
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EuLE  22.  Where  a  motion  is  postponed  in- 
definitely, it  shall  not  be  acted  on  during  that 
or  the  next  succeeding  stated  meeting. 

Rule  23.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  ahall 
be  received,  if  made  by  a  member  who  voted 
in  the  minority  in  the  first  instance.
